A. NOW: Not a primary source of intelligence. Is a compe- 

tent chain head who has handled sub-agents working in 
all intelligence fields except the political. 

B. PASTIME VALUE: Would possibly be interned by Soviets 

in view of family background and history of intelligence 
activity for the German State and for US authorities. If 
Subject should be able to change residence and identity 
safely, he could be utilised again as a chain head pro- 
viding he recruited entirely new sub-agents, in the fields 
of OB and economic intelligence. Thus the decision 
whether to recontact Subject or not depends mainly on 
his own resourcefulness under Pastime, particularly in 
the matter of providing himself with some material means 
of existence in the interim period.

TECHNICAL DETAILS CONCERNING RECONTACTING 



Reestablishment of contact would be very difficult. It 
would require discreet investigation to establish where 
Subject might have gone from, his present address. A 
check could be made also at his mother's address. Care 
should be exercised in the matter of Subject's real and 
assumed names. Of the sub-agents of Subject, Caisson 2 
and 12 (q.v.) would be most likely to know his whereabouts • 
Once located, a good plan would be to keep his house under 
surveillance until it seems certain that there is no hostile 
interest in "in, then to approach him after dark when he is 
alone, making reference to one of his former case officers. 

A pre-requisite for Subjects continued activity for us would 
be a supply of currency or valuables.
